creature looks bored to death, and 
with enough impotent malignity in his 
depraved yellow eyes to devour every 
visitor wiio studies his unhandsomo 
prop unions.

Napoleon Alter Waterloo. 
Whether any course was open to Na­ 
poleon utter the disaster of Waterloo 
other than that which lie adopted, a 
second abdication, is certainly vary 
doubtful. 
Hal lie taken the precau­ 
tion tv> dissolve the Chambers before 
setting out on the campaign, he proba­ 
bly could have rallied the nation and

struggle.

Chambers were unfriendly; any parlia­ 
mentary body is naturally unfriendly 
to a military despotism; and at that 
juncture, nothing less than a military 
despotism could possibly have saved 
France from the calamity of the restor­ 
ation of the Bourbons by foreign bayo­ 
nets. 
Hence, "Unless Napoleon should 
execute a new roup u'dat , there was 
nothing for him but abdication. 
On the 15th of Ju ly, IS 15, Napoleon 
surrendered 
himself 
on board 
the 
British man-of-war Belleroplion. 
Of 
his appearance and bodily condition 
during the two months of his stay on 
this Vessel we have an interesting ac­ 
count in the narrative of Capt. Mait­ 
land, who commanded the ship. 
Mait­ 
land describes him as “ a remarkably 
strong, well-built man, about live feet 
sewn inches high, his limbs particu­ 
larly well-formed, with a tine ankle and 
small foot, of which he seemed rather 
vain, as he 
always ware, 
while on 
board tli*4 ship, silk stockings and .shoes, 
llis hands were also very small, and 
had the plumpness of a woman’s rather 
than the robustness of a man’s. 
His 
eyes, light gray; teeth good; and when 
he smiled, the expression of his count­ 
enance was highly pleasing; when un­ 
der the inline nee of disappointment, 
however, it assumed ft dark, gloomy 
cast. 
His hair was of ft w ry dark 
brown, nearly approaching black, and, 
though a little thin on the top and front, 
had not a gray hair amongst it. 
His 


complexion was a very uncommon one, 
being of a light, satfow color, differing 
from almost any other I ever met with. 
From his having become corpulent, ho 
had Inst much of his personal activity, 
and, if we are to give credit to those 
who attended him, a very considerable 
portion of his mental energy was also 
gone. 
It is certain his habits were 
very lethargic while he was on board t he 
Bcdlerophon; for though he went to bed 
at H or 0 o’clock in the evening, and 
did not rise till about the same hour iu 
the morning, lie frequently fell asleep 
on the sofa in tho cabin in the course 
of tho day. 
His general appearance 
was that of a man ruther older than ho 
then was."—Jo hn C\ Hopes, iti Scrib­ 
ner's Magazine. 


Torture in Olden Times. 
There were three principal kinds of 
torture inflicted by the inquisition 
the 
rope, the trough, and water and lire— 
writes John Burnley. 
In tho first the 
hands of the accused were tied behind 
his back, and then a rope was fastened 
to tho W'rists, ami by this rope and a 
pulley he was raised into the air to a 
considerable height, and after being 
held suspended f«>r a time lie was sud­ 
denly let fall to within about a foot and 
a half of the ground, the sudden stop 
giving him a jolt that dislocated his 
joints and caused him to utter the mast 
piercing cries of 
anguish. 
And this 
was repented as often a's the doctor of 
the inquisition said the man could 
stand it. 
To intensify the horrors of the suffer­ 
ings the torture w as indicted in a luriil 
subterranean vault in the presenco of 
persons completely masked in black. 
If the victim would not yield to the 
rope the w ater torture was tried. 
A 
large piece of timber, hollowed out like 
a trough, had a sharp iron bar across 
it. 
Tho prisoner was placed in the 
trough, with this bar under his back, 
and his head and feet were fastened j 
down by cords to the ends of the trough 
Th«4 presence of the bar and the tight­ 
ness of the cords caused th 4 person to 
experience inexpressible agony. 
But 
this was not all. 
They stopped up his 
nos rils, and. placing a piece of linen 
cloth over h s mouth, which lie was 
obliged to keep open, they poured a 
stream of water upon it from a con­ 
siderable height. 
This forced th«4 cloth deep into the 
throat of the sufferer and cut off his 
breath. 
AVlieii h«4 was nearly vt* ad his 
torturers rested from their inhuman 
work for some time to givo him a 
chance to revive, and then went at 
him again, renewing tho dose every 
time the doctor said lie could s and it. 
The torturo by lire was the most hor­ 
rible. 
A lit r*o tire was built, and the 
prisoner’s f* ct, anointed w.tli lai d and 
other penetrating 
substan« es, 
were 
held close to the Ham* s. 
The pain 
was fright ul. It often drove prisoners 
to confessions that ware simply lies, 
an 1 after the confession came th 4 auto- 
da-fe, dozens of victims being levi to 
the funeral pyres anti burned in the 
presence of a holiday throng. 
The in­ 
quisition ceased to v xist in France in 
17x9, in Germany in 1754, in Austria 
in 177b, and in Swelen in 1780. 
In 
1782 forty-eight gypsies were put to 
tho rack in Hungary on an unfounded 
charge of cannibalism. — Few York 
Te'egram.

I t has hitherto been supposed th a t 
tho highest mountain in the world was 
Mount Everest, one of the Himalay an 
range, 29,000 feet high, but this honor 
is now claimed for Mount Hercules in 
New Guinea, which soars to the tre­ 
mendous altitude of 32,780 feet, or fivo 
times that of Mount W ashington in 
New Hampshire. 
T hk age of tlie earth has been vari­ 
ously estimated by geologists, astrono­ 
mers, and other scientific men, tho di­ 
vergence of views on this m atter being, 
in fact, very great. 
Sir William Thom ­ 
son, 
investigating the theory of tho 
earth’s having cooled from a fluid to a 
solid mass, arrived at tho conclusion that 
the period of such cooling should ho 
placed at not less than two hundred 
nor more than four hundred millions of 
y ears, with the probability that a h un­ 
dred million y ears is the limit of geo­ 
logical history , and that pior to that 
time the earth’s surface was in a condi­ 
tion unfit for the maintenance of animal 
or vegetable life. 
According to Buck* 
land and others, it is certainly millions 
of y ears since the world was created, 
the only question being as to how many 
millions. 
The six thousand y ears of 
human history form, according to H ugh 
Miller, but a portion of the geological 
day which is passing over us; they do 
not extend into the y esterday of our 
globe, fur less touch tho my riads of 
ages spread out bey ond.

Meeker, together with the county commis­ 
sioner and the secretary of the Stock-Grow­ 
ers’ association at that place, telegraphed 
Governor Adams Friday from Greenwood 
Springs that the Utes have been firing on the 
eitiffins above Meeker and havo sent runners 
to Uintah agency to call out the war party. 
The citizens are flocking Into Meeker from 
the ranches. 
An appeal is made for troops 
and for arms and ammunition. 
Governor 
Adams at once telegraphed to 
V> ashington 
asking what the war department could do. 
He also applied to the mayor of Greenwood 
Springs, asking to he kept informed of events 
at Meeker. 
The trouble grew out of an attempt by 
Sheriff Kendall, of Garfield county, to arrest 
two of Colorov/s renegade Indians who were 
indicted for horse-stealing. 
Learning where 
the Indians were encamped near M« *k« r he 
attempts I to serve the warrant in company 
with two or throe deputies. 
Colorow met 
him and told him if be did not leave he would 
kill him and ull the whites in that section. 
Tin* sheriff withdraw to Meeker, and sum­ 
moning a posse of fifty cowboys he boldly at­ 
tacked the band.

I was left to r dead, and 
barelv managed to crawl o ut o f the 
blazing ho use when the murdeiers hail 
go ne. 
I lay fo r weeks at death’s do o r, 
cared fo r by so me o t o ur wretched 
neighbo rs who had escaped the massa­ 
cre. 
Aly strength cam-* back slo w y— 
but I was a changed man. 
All 1 cared 
fo r o n earth had been taken iro m mo 
bv the mo st cruel o f deaths. 
I became 
a' misanthro pe, 
wandering o ver tho 
co untry, anxio us fo r death, but always 
fated to live o n in misery. 
Then I 
came here. 
This is my sto ry. 
He paused, exhausted; but a little o f 
the co rdial revived him again. 
“ Po o r stricken so u l!” saiii my mo ther, 
so ftly. 
“ Yo ur burden has indeed been 
a * grievo us o ne.

The Old Collin s Lin e. 
The establishment of the Collins 
lin o was one of the groat events of 
steamship history. 
We had been so 
successful upon our coasts, rivers, and 
lakes, that it was but natural we should 
make some effort to do our part with 
steam upon tho greater field of inter­ 
national trade. 
It was impossible that 
the monopoly which had existed 
for 
ten years in the hands of the Cunard 
Company should not be combated 
by 
some one, and with the advent of the 
Collins line came a strife for 
su­ 
premacy, the memories of which are 
still vivid in the minds of thousands on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 
The Cun ard Compan y at this time 
had in creased their fieet by the ad d i­ 
tion of the America, Niagara, Europa, 
an d Colombia, all built in 1848, 
Their 
machin ery d id n ot d iffer materially 
from that of the preced in g ships, in 
gen eral d esign , but there had , in the 
course of practice, come better work­ 
man ship an d d esign of parts, an d the 
boiler pressure had been in creased to 
1.» poun d s, brin gin g the expen d iture 
per horse-power d own to 3.« poun d s 
per hour. 
In these ships the freight 
capacity had been n early d oubled , .’>0 
per cen t, had been ad d ed to their 
passen ger accommod ation , an ti tho com­ 
pan y was altogether pursuin g the suc­ 
cessful career which was d ue a lin o 
which could comman d $35 a ton for 
freight from Liverpool to Now York — 
a remin iscen ce which must make it ap­ 
pear the Gold en Age to the un fortun ate 
steamship-own er of to-d ay , who is n ow 
most happy with a seven th of such 
earn in gs. 
The Collin s steamers were a n ew d e­ 
parture in mod el an d arran gemen t; 
they were d esign ed by Steers, famous, 
also, as the d esign er of the America 
an d Niagara; exceed ed in size an d 
speed an y thin g then afloat, an d red uced 
the journ ey in 1831 an d 1852 to about 
eleven d ay s—though some voy ages wero 
mad e in less than ten d ay s. The Cun ard 
lin e put afloat the Asia an d Africa, as 
competitors, but they n either equaled 
thej.American steamers in size n or speed . 
The former were of 3,<>20 ton s d is­ 
placemen t, with 1,000 in d icated horse­ 
power. 
The three other vesse’sof tho Co’lin s 
lin e were the Baltic, Atlan tic, an d 1'a- 
c fie. 
They formed a n otab’e fleet, an d 
fixed for man y y ears to come the ty pe 
of the American steamship in mod el an d 
arran gemen t. 
They were the work of 
a man of gen ius, who had the courage 
to cast asid e trad ition where it in ter­ 
fered with practical purposes. 
The 
bowsprit was d ispen sed with; the vert­ 
ical stem, n ow so gen era\ was ad opted , 
aud every thin g subord in ated to the use 
of the ships as steamships. 
But gen eral d isaster was in store for 
these fin e ships. 
The Arctic, on Sep­ 
tember 21, 
while on her voy age 
out, was struck by the Fren ch steamer, 
Vesta, in a fog oil Cape Itace, an d but 
4G out of the 2(i8 person s on board 
were saved . 
The Pacific left Liverpool 
on d un e 23, 1850, an d was n ever lie aid 
of after. 
The Ad riatic, a much fin er 
ship than an y of her pred ecessors, was 
p ut afloat; but the lin e was d oomed . 
Extravagan ce in con struction an d man ­ 
agemen t, combin ed with the losses of 
two of their ships an d a refusal of 
further aid from the Govern men t, were 
too much for the lin e to bear, an d in 
1H5S t Lie en d came. 
Ever sin ce, the 
European compan ies, with the excep­ 
tion of the time d urin g which the hue 
from Philad elphia has been run n in g 
an d the time d urin g which some d esul­ 
tory efforts have been put forth, have 
had to compete amon g themselves.— 
S>. rib n ir'ti ala g a sin e.
